Tho taking of tho stata census wi'l be- 


gin on the 20th ot tho present montb, and 
Secretary ot State 'JL'immo is engaged in 
distributing blanks for that purpose. 
The law under which this census will be 
taken provides that city clerks shnll be 
allowed 81.50 for every 100 persons 
enumerated :'TI the statistics of populaj 
tion and the same price for every 100 
persons enumerated as sir table for mil- 
itary service, iu oose of necessity, and 
also the same pi^oe per 100 names for ex- 
soldiers and ex-sa'lors discovered by rho 
enumerators. In the to'nns tho work of 
taking the census will be done by tho 
town clerks, who are .to receive S3 for 
every .10 persons enumerated cs re- 
gards population and S1.50 for ovory 100 
names ot survivors of tho late war, ond 
of persons liable to military service. 
Where the population o£ tho town docs 
not exceeds.5,COO,S according to the last 
census, the town clerk's compensation 
is fixed at $5 por l,C'"D'name3. 


The county clerk, to whom tho city and 


town clerks all iriko returns, compiles 
tho information givea, and receives,as 
compensation, S10 for the first 1,000 per- 
sons enumerated ?n the census proper 
and'53 for every other 1,OCO, besides one 
cent for each person named os liable to 
military service or us a BVTvivor of tho 
late war, whether soldier, moilne or sai- 
lor. To U".s compecEa'-on, when aggre- 
gated, -\ added 25 par cent. Tho county 
clerk is compelled to f nrn-eh one copy of 
thecomple'i censrs to tho secretory of 
state ond mother to the register of deedo 
but bo does not receive any extra com- 
pensation tor the latter. 
JAmong tho instructions cent out by Sec. 
retaiy Timmo are'^thoso reqnring clerks 
to ascertain the number ot people living 
in their respective district, an well as the 
names of persons liable to military duly,

v Domestic Contention'that Endod in a

KawARDEPORI, Ind., Juno 0.—About 3 


o'clock Friday afternoon, Froi Grotogout, n 
farmer living ono mllo from Eubcl's school 
house, cut his wife's throat from ear to cor 
and then made an attompt to kill himself.

She ran to 
her unola'd, near by, and told him of her sus- 
picions. Ho hurried to tho house and found 
Grotogout lying as if doad behind his house. 
Tho man then ran to a neighbor's, sum- 
monod;holp and returned. Grotogout was not 
visible, but upon entering the house a terri- 
ble sight-was presented. Mrs. Grotogout 
was lying on tho floor In a pool of blood, her 
throat horribly gashed, and dead. It was 
supposed that tramps had done tho bloody 
deed, but presently tho husband was found, 
blooding, but conscious. Ho confessed that 
he hud done the work. Ho said that he and 
his wifo hod a quarrel about the pigs at din- 
ner; that she wag very abusive; that ho 
started toward her, and that ui going out of 
tho door, she fell down and struck lier head 
against a stone, almost killing her. Ho had 
a razor In his hand, and bent down to assist 
her to rise. She seized his band and drew 
tho razor acro.a her own throat 
Sho then 


told him to kill himself, and ho tried to do 
so, but fulled.

the afternoon, part of the time with a razor 
and again hy hanging.

sight of bis daughter he made an ineffectual 
attempt to oatoh her, but fell exhausted.
